ADISON, Wis.—The whole advertised plan of the national fuel adminis- 


tration to distribute coal to middle western states at fair prices ''looks 


like a big piece of politics," B. H. Pressentin, secretary of the Wisconsin 
coal commission, said Monday as the third week of federal action to bring 
about the movement, of coal opened. 


Industries of this state are confronted with a critical situation and 


may in some instances be forced to shut do'wn as a result of dependence ou 
the assurances from federal authorities that coal would be made available, 
Mr. Pressentin declared. 
Today, when one million tons of coal should be 


delivered or on its way to Wisconsin, accord-ing to advices from the national 
distributor, the secretary said that not a ton of priority coal has been 
heard from. 


"If the federal government wanted to do something, they 
certainly 


could," he said. 
"All we get are promises and paper coal, with word today 


that the whole plan of distribution is to be changed. 
Promises and paper 


coal won't keep furnaces going." 


High priced coal is the mainstay of Wisconsin's industries at the 


present time, Mr. Pressentin declared. 
Docking companies, required to 


pay high prices for the fuel they receive, are co-operating with the fuel 
committee to furnish coal in emergency cases. 


J. D. Morrisey, the representative of Wisconsin at Washington, is re- 


turning to the state Wednesday when he will meet with Mr Pressentin at 
Milwaukee to go over the situation.

at Capitol; Field Day

MADISOX, TTis.—Ex-service men 


of the Thirty-second division 
were 


gathered here Monday for the busi- 
ness meeting of the organization. The 
big day of the celebration will rorne 
on Tuesday when it is expected that 
between 6.000 and 7.000 veterans will 
fall in line and march to Camp Ran- 
dall. 


Hundreds of the ex-service men 


came ou Saturday for registration in 
the rotunda of the capitol and on Sun- 
day afternoon the memorial exercises 
were held with V upwards of 
5,000 
present. 
*• 


"You 
are young in years but you 


bore so conspicuous a part at the very 
front." declared 
Justice TUnrr W. 


Jones in the memorial address, "that 
in a few months you were veteran sol- 
diers. 
Yon won the right, in nil the 


years to come, in your reunions and 
elsewhere, to talk with pride of the 
par^you bere in the great world war. 
We have all wished that oftener you 
would break your silence and tell us 
more." 


Justice Jones sketched the history 


of the thirty-second division, giving 
a brief review of their services at the 
front. 
He said the nation was proud 


that, they had earned the name "the 
terribles." 


"The fallen soldiers of the Red Ar- 


row." continued Justice Jones.'' could 
not have battled as they did. against 
the best disciplined army the world 
had ever known, had they not been 
deeply impressed with Hip justice of 
their cause. Many of them boreiGer- 
man nnnies and 'from boyhood had 
been taught to love the traditions of 
the old Germany their fathers knew. 
Many of them knew they had kindred 
in the opposing armies but this did 
not shake,-their purpose. 


"Alfhongih we are commemorating 


the valor of our dead heroes. I cannot 
separate tlie dec-ds of the living from 
those of the dead in the great war. 
Those who never came back and those 
who returned, went, together from the 
shops and farms and schools and en- 
rolled in the same great cause under 
the same flag. 
They trained in the 


same camps: together they crossed 
the seas: in Fi'ance they bore together 
the same hardships before the sum- 
mons to the front. 
Ride by side, they 


stood in the some trenches under mur- 
derous fire, facing shot and shell and 
poison gas. Again and again they 
broke the Hindenberg line. 


"It is true some of those comrades 


'made the great, sacrifice and fall in 
this great, endeavor. They gave their 
life and all that they'had to their 
country. Some came back unharmed ; 
others—too many—came weakened 
and maimed for life by the terrible 
ordeal through which they had pass- 
ed. 


"And now. soldiers of your historic 


division. I trust that the memory of 
your dead comrades, and the memor- 
ies of the awful horrors of this war, 
will stimulate you to use every honest 
endea~"r to secure forever, the world 
peace for which you fought, and for 
which your brothers died."

Present Bocly Inadequate 


The inadequacy of 
the .present 


league as a world 
grouping 
was 


frankly recognized, and it was deem- 
ed wiser to let it remain as a sort 
of European organization. 
The in- 


sufficiency of the league.' wa.s declar- 
ed to be based largely upon the at- 
titude of the United States, together 
with the absence of Germany 
and 


Russia. 


Other objections urged against the 
league were that it limits the sov- 
ereignty of its member states, makes 
admission and withdrawal too diffi- 
cult and takes a.

exclusively 


European view of things. 


While the league has many merits, 
its operation, the report finds, has 
tended rather to separate than 
to 


draw Europe and America .closer to- 
gether. 


"The association," the convention 
says, "will consider 
questions 
of 


world or continental interest. 
It will 


have as its duties, notably, to watch 
over the general interests of human- 
ity, take measures to eliminate the 
cause of war, initiate adequate me- 
thods for the pacific settlement of 
convicts between states, strengthen 
bonds of all sorts between countries, 
promote universal co-operation and 
accept gradual codification of inter- 
national law. The association will 
act only by means of recomraenda-1 
tions. 


Would Revise Article'Ten 


The commission adopted a num- 


ber of resolutions concerning 
the 


principles and details of tha'present 
league, of nations and adopted a re- 
vised article ten to read: 


"The members of the league bind 


themselves to respect the 
present 


territorial integrity and political in- 
dependence of all members of the 
league. 
In case of violation of this 


fundatieutal obligation as well as in 
the catie of aggression 
against 
a 


member of the league by a non-mem- 
ber state, the council after consid- 
eration will recommend to the mem- 
bers the measures it thinks proper."
